He came to this wild shore, 
knew from boyhood; set him- 
Budoc’s tomb, with

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To understand the meaning of all this 
you must know something of the prophe- 
ey itself, which at various periods of 
'French history has enjoyed immense 
| popularity and then become forgetten 
/again. For example, shortly after the 
execution of Louis XViewhich it fore- 
told--the emigrated French nobility gave 
great attention to iit, naturally anxious 
for a sign. Again, about the year 1848, 
the accuracy with which it foretold the 
rise and fall of Louis Philippe became

Speech is Made by

Finds Time To Tell the Royal

Law of the Novelist. 

Some authority had lately been treat- 
ing the writers of fiction from a legal 
roint of view and examining their law.

London, June 10.—Amazing wonders are 
being wrought by William Waldorf As- 
tor, the American millionaire and natu- 
ralized British subject, upon the historic 
Hever estate in Kent, which he recently 
purchased. 

The artistic owner is spending money 
with a lavish hand in beautifying the 
expanse of 2,000 acres that spread 
around the old moated castle. 

Though the cost of the undertaking Is 
probably not definitely known to Mr. As- 
tor himself, the popular estimate is tha: 
£1,250,000 will be expended upon the 
improvements during the next two years. 

There is no busier area in industrial 
England ‘today. About a thousand mer 
of all trades have taken up their resi- 
dences in the neighborhood. 

Yesterday The Daily Mirror paid a visit 
to the place, which nestles at the foot 
of a hill. The road which hitherto led 
close by the castle has been diverted, 
and now passes some hundred yards 
farther away. To make this new road 
it has been necessary to build two bridges 
over the river Eden, which winds 
through the estate. 

Round the castle masons and carpen- 
ters are building a picturesque model vil- 
lage, toned to harmonize with the gray 
old walls of the castle. A bridge built 
across the moat joins the new buildings 
with the old. But the most gigantic 
part of the work is the making of a lake 
where formerly green meadows stretched. 
This lake. will cover an area of nearly 
50 acres, and will be 16 «eet in depth. 

In its present topsy-turvy state the es- 
tate suggests Clapham Junction, for 
everywhere run railway lines, and fussy 
little engines snort up and down. mach 
day 750 truck loads of soil are carried 
away to make a bed for the great lake. 

Round the outer edge of the estate runs 
a fine deer fence, and a pond fs -cing 
dug. High up on the hill a mode] farm 
has been built, with every modern and 
most perfect appliance. 

Close behind the castle an Italian gar- 
den is being laid out, surrounded by hig..

She- 
raka ‘means mare of the cloak. Well, 
vou see, there was-.an old brave who 
got into a tight somewhere—a pbattle— 
and he got the worst of it, and was about 
to be captured and killed if he didn’t es- 
cape. He figured that if his mare could 
run all night without stopping, he might 
get to a place where he had friends be- 
fore daybreak.

Panama will grow also through its 
enormous coal business; becoming one 
of the chief coaling stations of the world. 
The biggest fleet that sails the Pacific 
today is the coaling fleet. Vessels are 
always moving here and there across 
that vast systems of waterways from Aus- 
tralia, Japan, Chile and even Engiand 
to supply the different steamship compa- 
nies with coal. When the cana is fin- 
ished the greater part of the coal used 
in the Pacific will come from our south- 
ern ports. It is probable, so the chief 
engineer thinks, that it can be then taken 
to Panama and sold for $3 a ton, inciud- 
ing the $1 per ton toll on the canal, ine 
coal which we now get here from Aus- 
tralia brings $5 and $6 a ton, while our 
Virginia coal is selling for more «wan $7, 


the Panaman railroad, which have al- 
ready been reduced under the new re- 
gime. 

The New Panama. 

But is there room at Panama for a 
large city? The town today is crowded 
together upon 4 little rocky peninsula, 
shaped like a frying pan, which juts out 
into the sea, the handie of the pan con- 
necting it to the mainland. Tu penin- 
sula, when the tide is in, has tue ocean 
washing the walls which gurround it, 
but when the tide goes out a great ex- 
panse of dirty brown coral rock is to ve 
seen, and this coral rock runs for ggvera 
miles along the north shore above Pan- 
ama to La Boca, at athe Pacssc mouth 
of the canal. It extends our from the 


| land into the ocean along the line where 
érs to sail-up and down the Pacific and | 


hemisphere, | 
gathering goods for the larger ships, to | 


the canal will be dredged to the deep 
waters of Panama bay. 

As it is today, there is no room what- 
ever for city expansion, and it would be 
better if half -of the city buildings were 
cut out for widening the streets. Mr 
Wallace, however, has a plan to build a 
retaining wal] about the edge of this 
great coral reef, taking in an area sev 
eral times as large as the present Pan- 
ama city and extending the wall along 
the edge of the canal to the wharves at 
La Boca. Inside this wall a part of the 
vast excavations which must be made at 
the Culebra cut could be dumped. There 
will be 100,000,000 cubic yards which 
must be disposed of, and this is about one 
hundred times more than is necessary to 
fiji such an area. Indeed; the disposal 
of the earth and rocks ig one of the prob- 
lems of the canal construction. Not more 
than. 1,000,000 cubic yards can be put 
into the valleys of the immediate vicin- 
ity. The remainder must be carried fa* 
away or thrown frw the Pacific. By this 
plan an excellent site can be made for 
the new city. The earth and rock of Cul- 
ebra is perfectly clean and sanitary, and 
it would make an excellent foundation, 
The land when prepared could be di- 
vided up into wide boulevards, leaviag 
plenty of places for parks and all mod- 
ern city conveniences... Bnough.might De 
sold to pay the cost of remodeling the 
present city, taking out every alternate 
block and making the streets wide and 
healthful. I understand that the French 
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had a similar plan, but that it has never 
been presented to the public. 


Old Panama. 

The Panama of today is one of the old 
est towns of the hemisphere, being the 
successor of the original Panama, which 
was situated several 
Boca, in a rich rolling country, now the 
summer residence of many well-to-do 
Panamans. Old Panama was long the 
richest city of the new world. The vast 
treasures Of the Incas were carried here 
to be shipped across to the Atlantjc and 
thence to Spain. This was the half-way 
station to the Philippines, and the Span 
Ish galleons loaded with silver and.gold 
crossed the ocean to the isthmus. Karly 
in the seventeenth century Panama was 
noted throughout the world for its wealth 
and splendor, and it was jn .167!) that the 
English buccaneer, Sir Henry Morgan, 
landed at the mouth of the Chagres an@ 
crossed the isthmus. He besieged Pan- 
ama and burned it to the ground, carry- 
ing away 175 horses and mule loads of 
silver, gold and other loot, and in ad- 
dition 600 prisoners. At that time Pan 
ama contained eight monasteries, twe 
churches and a hospital. It had 200 ware 
houses, 2,000 magnificent residences and 
6,000 houses of more ordinary build:: Mor- 
gan tortured the people to make them 
tell where their treasures were hidden, 
sparing T®f even the women. 

He was no respecter of religions, and 
the churches and monasteries were loot- 
el and burned. Today -~-there is noth- 
ing but ruins on that site of the once 
famous ‘city, one old tower stand'ng as 
a monument of the glories of its past. 


The Panama of Today. 

The Panama of today was begun short- 
ly after Morgan's butcheries. The peo- 
pie chose this rock, almost surrounded 
by the sea, for the site of a new town. 
They built a wall 30 feet high about its 
eéges and -eonstrueted their houses in- 
aide that. A great patt.‘of this, wall 
siili stands.. It is donble“in places, and 
on one side the city it forms ‘a. prome- 
nade, where the grown-ups’ walk of an 
evening, the.children. -fly, about. on-roller 
skates and play games, and where the 
canal employees go out’ for. ‘their daily 
airing. Vd yg oslsiRrstay) 

In other places, there was a moat 
between the two wdlls. ‘This modt has 
grown up with treés, and in “it. reside 
rrany squatters. In, some parts -of the 
town houses have been built on top of 
the wall, and in-others ware houses ara 
to be found inside it, the two walls 
Berving as parts of.the. buildings. 

Every House a Fort. 

Panama itself’ looks like a fortification. 
Every house seems ‘to Havé ‘betimgput up 
to withstand the raéds-.of pirates and @Vv- 
olutionists. The.walls are’ ofteh °3 feet 
thick and the deors ate Heavy and iron- 
ed. with Jittle..port -holes-through. which 
the owner can peep out before opening 
the door. There are but few windows 
cn the ground floor, ahd fliose ‘ whica 
have been madé are often’ covered with 
Iron bars.

on the second and third floors. Very few 


of them have a house to themselves. 


I know men worth a hundred thousand 
dollars whose families live above cheap 
tenements or stores. One winds his way | 
through dark and devious passages to, 
get to their apartments. after which he 
finds himself in well-furnished and com- 
fortable auvarters. 

A City of Caves. 

The ground floors of Panama make one 
think of a city of caves, This is especial- 
ly so in the out-of-the-way parts of the 
town. The streets are narrow with cobble 
stone. roadways, and lean sidewalks made 
of flags about 6 or 8 inches higher up. 
They wind this way and that, making 
one think of a walled canyon with rectan- 
gular holes in the gides. These holes are 
the doors, which are opened during the 
daytime, but at night so tightly closed 
that they seem to be hermetically sealed. 

Looking in through the doors one sees 
rooms !0 or !2 feet square with gj 
rooms behind them. There are no win- 
dows facing the street, and the door, 
only, gives the light. Often one room will 
be the home of a family, six or eight 
people sleeping in it, and the elder ones 
working there in the daytime. Sometimes 
the room fs a store during the day and 
a sleeping place at night. The waier 
comes from a cart or barrel on wheels 
which’ is dragged through the streets, 
or from a well in a court near by. When 
the new water works are completed this 
will be bettered. Indeed many of the 
streets are now dug up for the sewers, 
and the water will soon be flowing from 
far up In the mountains into the Ancon 
reservoir, whence {+ will came into the 
city. 

A Town of House Industries. 

The idea prevails in the United States 
that the Panamans are lazy. I do not 
find ® so. Ina. walk through the city 
one sees some Rind of industry going on 
in every home. Here shoemakers. are 
pounding away, their women are making 
lace, while farther on are carpenters, 
cigar makers and blacksmiths, The work 
goes on out in the street when the sun 
moves about so that the sidewalks are 
shaded. Then the -tailors bring their 
chairs out to the road‘emy, and one sees 
women sewing on thé edge of the street. 
Nearly every other building containg a 
store, and many of the stores are work 
shops as well. The most common place 
is the petty saloon. Drinks are sold 
everywhere and there are scores of little 
gtocery and fruit stores. 


Among the Pawnbrokers. 

Panama has several banks which do 
business in the large. The richest -per- 
haps is that of the Ehrmans, the de- 
scendants of Henry Ehrman, who died 
here some years ago; worth about _.,- 
000,000, and the next to them, perhans, 
the Brandons, who were bankers to cue 
old Colombian government and who still | 
do business with the Panama repubfic. | 
In addition to fhis many of the mer- 
chants lend money, and there are also 
pawn brokers who give advancements on 
watches and other valuables at 5 per cent 
a month, The pawn brokers have no 
balls over their doors as at home, and 
they are not such Shylocks as our dear

Macon. Ga., June 10.--(Special.)—in hie!

The Defense of Georgia. | 


After retelling the story of the splen- 
did defegsive operations of Genera] Jo- 
seph EF. Johnston and of the fateful 
change which resulted in the removal of 
that officer from his command, Judge 
Speer centinued: 

“In this tremendous crisis in the his- 
tory of our state Governor Brown, in 
aid of Johnston, put forth the utmost 
resources of that genius for combination 
and that capacity for detail which were 
native with him, and which had been 
developed and strengthened by i § the 
weighty duties of his long public life. 
Such is the testimony of General John- 
ston himself as recorded in his narra- 
tive. The Georgia stace troops loyally 
seconded their governor. Both -General 
Johnston and Genera] Hood have put on 
record high estimates of their steadiness 
and valor. This force was largely com- 
posed of did men not included in the 
conscription law. of state officers and 
boys between 16 and 18. It is widely 
known anid is demonstrable by official 
records how gallantly these inexperienced 
Georgians fought in the battles aground 
Atlanta; how on Sherman’s march to the 
sea their resolute c@jrage on the heights 
of East Macon, in sight of the spot 
where I now stand, saved our own beau- 
tiful city from the possible fate of At- 
lanta and Columbia; how at Griswold. 
ville, 10 miles away, tthey - desperately 
fought with . fearful losses; how they 
crossed the river into South Carolina and 
at Grahamville repulsed and drove back 
with utter defeat a powerful expedition 
moving up from Pocataligo to close Har- 
dee’s line of retreat when he was bé- 
leagured in Savannah, and thus saved 
18,000 confederate troops from certain ca- 
pitulation. 

“It is impossible in this day and time 
to conceive’ the distress, humiliation and 
despair of the people of Georgia at the 
time of which I speak. <Abject misery. 
like a pall, enshrouded almost every 
home. The people were steeped in pov- 
erty to the very lips. In homés of for- 
mer affluence childrén were crying for 
bread. Not until two vears later was if 
possible that full information of the 
state’s losses by the war could be obtain. 
ed. In these two years our etaple, cot- 
ton. had brought some times $i a pound 
and alwavs more than it had ever brought 
before. ‘There had been a marked recu- 
peration of our fortunes. But even then 
as compared with our condition in 186! 
the aggresate wealth of the state had 
been reduced the almost incredible sum 
of $481.497,38!1. It is rhaps not gen- 
eraliy known that Georgia had lost three. 
fourths of her entire weaith, and much 
more than any other southern state. No 
other state in the confederacy approxi- 
mated ours in voluntary expenditures in 
aid of the war. Six millions of dollars 
had been expended for the destitute fam- 
ifes of soldiers, -$4,000.000 in. sending 
clothing alone to our troops im the con- 
federate army. $6.000.000 for the main-

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LBANY, GA., June 10.—(Special.)— 
A Many improvements, some of them 

of imposing proportions; are now be- 
ing made in Albany. At no time in the 
past history of the city has the total 
capital being invested in manufacturing 
and industria! enterprises, business blocks, 


etc., equaled the sum fe™ being thus 


expended. 

But the enterprise in which Albaniaus 
are chiefly interested is the harnessing of 
the big shoals just north of the city 
limits. This work has been in progress 
since February. It will not be compieted 
before the Ist of September, at which 
time it wil! be, according ,to the opinion 
of experts, one of the mode] water power 
plants of the south. 

The development is being carried through 
by the Albany Power and Manufacturing 
Company, which is composed of local and 
eastern capitalists. The site of the power 
is on the Muckafoonee creek, several 
hundred yards below the point where the 
Kincliafoonee and the Muckalee unite 
their waters. The stream is a bold, swift 
one, and the water supply is ample for 
such a plant as is being constructed. 

The big shoais dam, when finished. 
will supply power for a number of mar- 
ufacturing and industrial enterprises yet 
to be built, and plants already in opera-

utilize the more convenient electric motors. . 
The city. will become a patron of tie 
hew concern, having already contracted 
for power for the water works and light- 
ing plants for which about $9,000 per 
annum will be paid. Machinery for util- 
izing electric instead of steam power has 
already been purchased by the city. 

Albahy feels that the successful har- 
nessing of the big shoals will mark the 
beginning of a new era in the growth of 
the city, which {fs already experiencing 
the greatest prosperity in her history. 
Other power on the creeks and on Kiint| 
river will, it is now confidently believed, 
be developed in the near future. 

The accompanying illustration gives an 
excellent idea of the size of the big 
shoals enterprise, and which an army of 
laborers are now engaged.

Even in a 
city of the wealth.of Atlanta, a city 
given to broad liberality when con- 
vinced of the merits of a cause, the 
response was of a spontaneous and 
universal character well calculated to 
re-inspire individuals who may have 
felt despondent regarding the appreci- 
ation accorded the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association.

We felt that once the people of this 
city fully appreciated these facts— 
and the further one that the mission 
of the institution was of a perennial 
nature, its usefulness expanding with 
time—that the response would be im- 
mediate and comprehensive. That be- 
lief has been vindicated. It now re- 
mains for those who have not yet set 
the material stamp of their approval 
on this work to come forward at once 
and do al] that lies in their power 
to demonstrate their interest in the 
past and future benefactions of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
and the future of the city of Atlanta.

This insti- 
tution is. cooperating with the 
churches and the schools, and it is as 
deserving of stpport as _ either of 
these fundamental! institutions. More- 
over, its attitude is a unique one. 
In addition to these virtues we have 
outlined, in themselves sufficient to 
claim the loyalty of all thinking citi- 


.j zens, it stands as a strong bridge be- 


tween the dangerous period of adoles- 
cence and mature,’ self-controlled 
manhood. In this respect it performs 
a vital service for the sons of the 
rich and poor, of all denominations 
and of no denominations; a_ service 
which even the most conscientious 
church, or the tenderest domestic 
guardianship may fail in perform- 
ing. 

Atlantans cannot fail to have been 
impressed with these facts in the last 
few weeks; the local press has cer- 
tainly set them forth in sufficiently 
clear and appealing detail. Let those 
who have not already taken action 
communicate at once with President 
E. H. Thornton, contributing to the 
extent of their ability, as they would 
to any other movement reflecting the 
welfare of the city. If they will do 
their part in this matter, there should 
be no difficulty in wiping out forthwith 
all that remains of the assoclation’s in- 
debtedness; so that the devoted sec- 
retary, D. E. Luther, who has given 
seven years to the expansion of this 
work, may assume his new mission on 
the ist of July assured of the grati- 
tude of the citizens of Atlanta. 

It is just as well, too, that we begin 
to think of permanently endowing 
this institution; it is certainly deserv- 
ing of such immunity from future 
financial stress.

It is certain that had Mutsuhito 
been an incompetent like Nicholas, 
Japan would not have made as in- 


vincible a showing as she has on 


lity. with th 


personality has been everywhere seen 
in the personnel of Japanese official- 
dom and of the Japanese army and 
navy. Contrast the three with those 
of Russia, and you will sight the dif- 
ference between real “brilliant \vir- 
tue,” and that of the bogus stripe. 
If there are amy dissensions, aly 
crippling graft, any rank incompe- 
tence in Japanese ranks, it has failed 
to put in an appearance; a fact for 
which the mikado may be ascribed 
definite credit, whether his work has 
been active or passive. 

It seems to us, however, that as 
much credit is due the ancestors of 
Japan at large as to those of the 
mikado. These ancestors bequeathed 
to the little brown masters of land 
and sea in the Far East virile leg- 
ends, vigorous bodies and aggressive 
ideals which have been apparent in 
every department of Japanese en- 
deavor. Without them Japan would 
have been powerless before the un 
wieldy Russian giant; with them, Rus- 
sia could have annihilated the enemy 
in short order and fulfilled Kuropat- 
kin’s most blatant boast. 

Nations, as individuals, may well be 
careful of their ancestors. The latter, 
With the crystalizing brain of Mut- 
suhito during the last fifteen years, 
have been foremost factors in dazing 
the sleepy nations. 


Mr. Morton and the Equitable. 

It seems safe to assume that the 
end of the troubles of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society is in sight. 
The transfer of a majority of the 
Stock in a manner insuring the re- 
moval of one-man power and, in the 
end, the mutualization of the com- 
pany; and the selection of Hon. Paul 
Morton as the practical head of the 
organization, indicate a happy solution 
of the difficulties under which the 
Equitable has been resting. 

Mr. Morton stands exceedingly 
high in the business world. He is a 
man whose splendid executive ability 
has been recognized not only in pub- 
lic life as the head of the navy de- 
partment, but in the broad field of 
railroad management, and he is, more- 
over, a man whose success in every 
walk in life has been due as much to 
his recognized high integrity as to his 
known ability. He is a splendid ex- 
ample of the strong, virile, high-toned 
—in the best sense of the term— 
American; and there is every reason 
to believe that no better man could 
have been selected for the rather del- 
icate task he has been called upon to 
undertake. 

Mr. Hyde has done the wise thing 
in parting with his controlling stock 
under an arrangement which will re- 
move the one-man power from which 
the company has suffered. That the 
plans of Mr. Ryan and his associates 
look to the exercise of the voting 
power, thus transferred, solely in the 
interest of the policy-holders, and that 
this is to result in the mutualization 
of the company, will be news heartily 
welcomed by those holding policies 
in it. 

Out of all the strife and turmoil 
good will come. The result of the 
Equitable agitation is bound to be 
far-reaching. Not only the organiza- 
tion directly interested, but the whole 
business of life insurance is going to 
be benefited by the Equitable agita- 
tion. There seems to be no doubt 
that reforms are needed in the con- 
duct of the great insurance compa- 
nies, holding as they do immense 
trust funds for the benefit of the peo- 
ple; and that such reforms will re- 
sult from the present discussion and 
agitation and investigation there can 
be no question. The experiences of 
the men responsible for the troubles 
in the Equitable are sure to be taken 
to heart by those conducting the af- 
fairs of other great companies, and 
the public will be the gainer. 


Russia’s Debt to Literature. 

More emergent issues at home and 
abroad have, for a time, deflected the 
attention of the Russian authorities 
from domestic political offenders of 
the smaller stripe. For instance, we 
hear nothing of the trial of Maxime 
Gorki, the novelist, which was set for 
this week. Even should the govern- 
ment abide by its decision to, press 
the prosecution, it seems probable the 
proceedings will be of rather a per- 
functory than a summary nature. The 
The temper of the people in their re- 
newed clamor for a national assem- 
blage has created a delicate situation, 
liable to be infinitely more compH- 
cated by the vigorous punishment of 
the champion who expressed such 
forcible sentiments after Russia's red 
Sunday. The keen Trepoff and his 
superiors doubtless realize this fact. 

This brings us to a consideration of 
the debt Awakening Russia owes the 
fearless members of Gorki’s guild; 
the dead no less than the living. The 
extent of that debt must wait on a fu- 
ture appraisal, since seed sown as in- 
sinuatingly as this is not easily trace- 
able to the place of its first falling. 
But there can be no doubt that the 
future historian will attribute to these 
martyrs of the pen and the press a 
vital share in the long and painful 
achievement of unshackling Russian 
thought and paving the way for the 
crumbling of autocracy, 

The word “martyrs” is used advis- 
edly, for nearly all of the men who 
wrote novels, poems, pamphlets and 
short stories calculated to arouse the 
Russian people from their despairing 
torpor have felt, at one time or an- 
other, the iron hand of the power 
which their veiled shafts were aimed. 
Tolstoi is about the only one of first 
rank to esfape, a good fortune which 
must be lajd to his personal popular- 
present czar as well as 
his predecesggr. Time af:er time the 
influence of f 
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wrath of the powerful. oligarchy he 
has so fiercely excoriated. 

Others have not fared so well. 
Turgenieff, whose works were brand- 
‘ed by St. Petersburg as incendiary, 
served many terms of imprisonment. 
Finding that the prose-ution of his 
work would be definitely hampered by 
further remaining in Russia, he left 
country and friends that he might be 
free to pursue his mission. Pushkin, 
who has been called the Russian 
Byron, drew Siberian exile on himself 
by composing and publishing a revo- 
lutionary ode “To the Dagger,” which 
fired all Russia with a resentment to- 
ward despotism and repressive espion- 
age. Schevtchenko, self-born and self- 
educated, suffered repeatedly from the 
knout, and was finally sent to Si- 
beria because he persisted in circulat- 
ing poems instinct with revolution 
and the battle spirit. These drastic 
methods of punishment, however, fail- 
ed of their purpose. His works were 
reprinted in adjacent countries and 
distributed throughout Russia. Their 
dramatic power, freedom and clear- 
ness of expression undoubtedly did 
much to wake the more intelligent 
from the apathy of resignation, in it- 
Self the first step essential to greater 
undertakings. 

Alexander Herzen and Theodore 
Dostowefski, two notable literary fig- 
ures, also carried through their lives 
the blight of official persecution for 
daring to write against the existing 
order. The roster could be extended 
indefinitely to include many local 
novelists and pamphileteers 
who endured more or less punishment 
for their fidelity to the cause of the 
people. 

The instances quoted, however, will 
convey a fair idea of the part litera- 
ture’ has played in the political edu- 
cation of the Russian masses. It is 
true that in the present crisis it has 
had the unforeseen aid of a complete 
exposure of the incompetence and cor- 
ruption of the ruling forces. Had it 
not opened the eyes of the Russian 
people, however, the autocracy would 
hardly now be fencing with a popular 
outbreak which almost overshadows 
the gravity of the reverses in Man- 
churia and the Japan sea.

“Every where 
throughout the South,” says The Manu- 
facturers’ Record, ‘‘the progress of that 
sectign. the prosperity of itg railroads 
and the magnitude of their increasing 
business are shown by the rapidity with 
which the old depots are being supplant. 
ed by the most modern structures in the 
country and the plans which southern 
railroads are making for enlargement of 
terminal facilities, the improvement of 
roadbed and the increase of rolling stock 
in order to keep up with the enormous 
expansion of business.” A marked feat- 
ure of southern development is the in- 
creased .utilization of water powers, as 
at Columbus, Ga.; Yadkin Falls, N. C., 
and a dozen other places. 


The representative business men 
and capitalists of the north who vis- 
ited Atlanta ag delegates to the man- 
ufacturers’ convention carried with 
them back to their homes most favor- 
3b:e impressions of the south’s most 
typical modern city—barring, of 
course, the gouging they experienced 
as guests of one hotel. They were 
duly impressed by Atlanta’s seven- 
teen-story sky-scrapers, her towering 
smokestacks, her bustling commerce, 
her expansive and her expanding 
boundaries.

Our friends at the north have only 
to know the real south to appreciate 
the unequaled opportunities this favor- 
ed section affords for all kinds of in- 
vestments, and particularly for the 
establishment of manufacturing plants. 

Southern cities should exert them- 
selves to attract more representative 
national conventions south. They 
bring splendid advertising returns.

Editor Constitution: Twenty-four years 

ago today I landed in Atlanta to assume 
the duties o¢ chief engineer of location 
and construction of what is now tne 
Southern railway, between Rome and 
Macon, except the part between Austell 
and Atlanta, which was already under 
construction by the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road, and I remained in Atlanta about 
eighteen months on that work. .If I am 
not mistaken as to your identity, your 
Mr. Howel] was a member of one of our 
engineering parties near Jackson, for @ 
time. 

Tt has been my privilege and pleasure to 
travel across the state of Georgia a 
good many times since then, and [to 
visit Atlanta frequently, the last’ time 
for ten days during last month. The 
improvement in the state at large, and 'n 
Atlanta in particular, is something won- 
derful. 

Your railroad system has enlarged, and 
your service has been inyproved till !t 
is little, if any, behind the railroad ser- 
vice in Ohio. In 1881 I think there was 
not a coal-burning engine running out 
of Atlanta to the south. On the Cen- 
tral of Georgia the sleeper for Macon 
was attached to a freight train, and the 
communication to the engine was by 4 
bell cord over the tops of the freight 
cars—a Nttle crude, we might think now, 
but ét was not hbaif bad service after ali. 

Your fine, bright, cheerful new Terminal 
station is a credit to your city. The joy 
of the citizens of Cleveland would be um- 
bounded if they had one-half a~ good, the 
union depot here being in the same class 
with your “car shed.” It might not be 
amiss, in passing, to say that it seems to 
a casual Observer a great pity that all 
the roads are not using this station. 

Your street car system has been 
greatly enlarged and improved, and while 
there may be some just cause of com- 
plaint, it did not show up. Your service 
is not so frequent, but it is much more 
reliable than the Cleveland service. 

Atlanta probably doés not claim to be 
the educationa] center of Georgia, but on 
inquiry I learned that there are neariy 
2,500 students gathered there in the va- 
rious literary, scientific, medical, business 
and other schools, either immediately in 
the city or in close proximity. 

All these combined with your enlarged 
supply of good water, your extension «fT 
paved street and driveways, your mag- 
nificent office bulldings, your fine houses 
with well-cared for grounds, your well- 
dressed, contented-locking men and wom- 
en tell of a prosperity far and away 
in advance of that of twenty-five years 
ago. In all that goes to make city life 
enjoyable, I do not know of any city in 
this country that has advanced at a 
greater rate than Atlanta. This might 
all be true, and yet there might havc 
been rea] decline in the things that make 
a people really great, but there seems to 
have been advancement along all mora! 
jines. except possibly in the matter of 
Sabbath observance. 

You still have your very serious prom~= 
lems to be solved, but I believe that you 
are meeting them as well as any other 
people would, and that much of the crit- 
icism of the south, notably that of Pro- 
fessor Hart, of Harvard, is unjust and 
made without knowlcége; and where it is 
just, it is equally applicable to other sec- 
tions of the country.

Colonel Tapp’s Statement. 

To the People of Georgia: In view 
of the fact that the Hon. J. Pope Brown 
has withdrawn from the race for gov- 
einor, and committed himself to Hoke 
Smith, I think that there are some tacts 
that should be disclosed to the public, 
Otherwise the people might infer that 
the forees that were for Mr. Brown 
are now for Hoke Smith. 

fuch is not the case. I, for one, 
have no secrets to keep from the peo- 
ple as to the political situation. This 
should be a campaign in which the peo- 
ple should be dealt with frank'y, as 
great issues will be involved. 

That I was Mr. Brown’s original and 
closest political friend, I believe he will 
eoncede. I believed that he was an 
honest man, and I have no reason t9 
change my mind; and, being a farmer, 
I believed he knew the wants of the 
great masses of our people, and, for this 
reason, I urged upon the reform forces 
that he be accepted as our candidate. 
Some of our friends differed with me, 
stating that they did not believe he was 
aggressive enough for the nature of the 
campaign that we were entering upon. 
The truth of ‘this centention I canceded 
to a large degree, but, having faith in 
his honesty ana sympathy for the 
masses of our people, I believed that 
we could rally the people to him. I 
was of the opinion that he would make 
the people an unassuming, honest, falr- 
remded governor. For these reasons, I 
urged his candidacy. 

We sent out 5,000 letters to all parts 
of the state, asking for an expression 
of opinion as to Mr. Brown’s candidacy, 
These letters were sent out from At- 
Junta--I superintended the matter. When 
the replies were received by Mr. Brown 
at his home they were favorable toward 
his candidacy, and, after thoroughly con- 
s‘dering the matter, he decided to make 
the race. He submitted his first an- 
nceuncement to me, and, after considering 
jt, I decided that it was not strong and 
aggressive enough. That announcement 
was never given to the public. In a 
few days, another announcement was 
rrepared, which was given to the pub- 
lic. I was doing all in my power to 
unite the reform forces to support him, 
because I believed he was a man of 
high integrity, and, being a farmer, 
was thoroughly in touch with the wants 
and needa of the great masses of the 
people. 

I have no reason now to change my 
personal opinion as to his high integrity. 
I am his warm, personal friend; and, 
while I think he made a great mistake 
politically in withdrawing from the race, 
it does not change my friendship for 
him ‘one iota, and, as his friend, I wish 
to say that I think he has been shame- 
fully treated by Hoke Smith, and the 
only criticism that I have to make upon 
my. friend, Mr. Brown, is for allowing 
himself to be thus treated without eén- 
tering his protest to the people of tne 
siate.

Insurance men are re- 
ported to be uneasy over the outlook, if 
the ineurance law is to be respected at 
ail. While Superintendent Hendricks is 
conducting a “rigid’’ investigation, viri- 
ous reasons were offered why drastic pun- 
ishment may not be meted out.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, June 10.—The New. York 
Financier says: 

‘he official statement of.the New 
York associated banks last week was 
unexpectedly favorable, showing an Im- 
portant gain in the surplus, largely due 
to the contraction in loans and conse- 
quently in deposits and reserve require- 
ments. Owing to the transfers of gold 
hence to San Francisco during the week, 
and also the subtreasury operations, an 
Important less of cash was looked for, 
but there was an increase in this i*em, 
as shown by the statement, though it 
was comparatively insignificant. beings 
Only $616,000. The discrepancy between 
the estimtaed loss and the actual gain 
was probably caused by transfers from 
the banks of some of the cash held by 
foreign bankers, who were identified with 
the Japanere syndicate bond negotiations, 
which closed out in the previous week. 
and by offsetting transfers to other 
banks. The loan item was reduced ¢/}1.- 
762.200, it being effected. by the opera- 
tions incident to the transfer of $56,0C0,- 
000 of the Japanese money. This wa« 
the amount of the final installment on 
these bonds which wage paid to the syndli- 
cate on. May 25, and that until last 
Thursday was held by such syndicate 
awaltine instructions from the Japanese 
government. In obedience to such inr- 
structions the funds were transferred to 
some of the larger banks and trust c3m- 
panies, thus contribu&ing to the cancella- 
tion of the temporary loans of this 
money, which had been effected by the 
syndicate... The general deposits of the 
banks were reduced $12,644,900 through 
the contraction of loans and the required 
reserve was thereby reduced $3,161,225, 
which, added to the net gain of $616,000 
cash as above, making $8,777,225 as the 
increase in Surplus reserve to $9,827,500. 
Computed upon this basis of deposits, 
less those of $12,731,700 public funds, 
the surplus is $13,010,425. 

It noteworthy that since May 20. 
wher loans 
the weekly | 
$30,905,900, and in this interval $14,250,- 
000 of public deposits have been surren- 
dered, and last week $56,000,000 of Jap- 
anese money wes shifted from banking 
to trust institutions. These transfer. op- 
erations will in all probability be refiect- 
ed in the current week’s bank returns, 
those of last week being shown only in 
the averages. The bank clearings for 
the week were likewise affected by the 
above noted operations, and the daily 
average was. $245.000.000 or only $65,- 
000.000 less than in the previous week.

MANY WANT TO GO TO PANAMA 
Large Number of Atlantans Try To 
Secure Employment on 
Canal. 

Secretary of Civil Service O'Donnell, 
for this district, states that from present 
appearances there are a very great many 
young men who want to go to Panama to 
work for the , government. Secretary 
O’ Donnell] was seen in hig offices on the 
top floor of the postoffice building yester- 
day, at which time he said: ‘While I 
have only been in this district for a few 
months, I have found that the demand 
for positions for service with Uncle Sam 
has grown at a tremendous rate of speed. 
The demand was heavy when I came 
here, but it has been growing rapidly 
ever since. , 
“Among the applicants are a great 
number of tradesmen of all kinds, and 
especially men engaged in the various 
departments of railroad work. I have 
been struck with the fine personne] of 
these applicants and, as I am a native 
Mississippian, the fine showing of these 
southerners is a matter of personal pride. 
There are a great many southerners now 
employed on the canal, and I have heard 
from Many sources that they have been 
giving the very best of satisfaction. There 
seems to be just one great disappoint- 
ment to most of the applicants who come 
to my office, and that is the fact that 
they cannot pass the examinations and 
be ordered to active duty at once. The 
delay seems to be the. one great draw- 
back, for most all of them are éenthusl- 
astic and seem to have no dread of any 
disease or inconvenience, reports of which 
seem to have crept into the press every 

now and then. 

“Of course, up to this time all appli- 
Ccants have been made to appear at 
stated times for the taking of examina- 
tions, but now a new report comes trom 
Washington with regard to applicants for 
mechanical trades and other skilled man- 
ual occupations in the isthmian canal 
service. According to this new announce- 
ment, applications for such positions can 
be filed at any time. No educational 
tests are required, and it will not be 
necessary for applicants to appear at any 
place for examination. This new circular 
says that in writing for applications, ap- 
plicants should state specifically the name 
of the position for which they apply, 
and all of those applications should be 
in the handwriting of those who apply. 

“Each applicant must submit with his 
application a photograph taken of him- 
self at somé time within three years, 
which will be filed with his papers as a 
means of i@@ntification in case he is ap- 
pointed. These examinations are open to 
all citizens, and the age limits are from 
2! years to 45 years of age. It is im- 
portans that applicants have good expert- 
ence in the trades or occupations in 
which they seek to be employed, and ap- 
plicants may be rated as foremen, first- 
class workmen or helpers, upon the basia 
of information furnished concerning their 
experience and qualifications in that 
trade, Good physical condition is required, 
and a certificate furnished by some repu- 
table, practicing physiclan. I expect that 


this new circular will have the effect of | 


adding a large number of workmen 
among the appilants for work along the 
canal.”’

Bigelow, at 2 o'clock, entered the court 
room in the federal building through the 


chambers of the United States district | 
attorney, walking between the uistrici | 
attorney and his son in law, Arthur N. 
McGeoch,-and at once*took a seat at | 
one of the long tables facing the court. 

Eleven minutes later Judge Quarles 

entered the court room. 
Bigelow Pleads Guilty. 

United States District Attorney Butter- 
field at once made the announcement 
that the indictment containing ten counts 
had been returned by the federal grand 
jury against Frank C. Bigelow, all of 
which were for violations of the national] 
banking laws. Mr. Bigelow stated that 
he wished to waive examination and 
plead guilty to all of the counts con- 
tained in the indictment. 

District Attorney Butterfield addressed 
the court, stating that he did-not believe 
the law in any case looks toward the 
meting out of vengeance, but that the | 
law seeks to have justice done.

“This shows a per cent of increase of 
those éngaged in gainful occupations 
from 1880 to 1890, of 30.7: while the 
per cent of increase of the whole popu- 
lation for the same period was 24.9. 
And from 1890 to i900, an increase of 
27.8 per cent, while the increase of the 
whole population for that period was 
20.7 per cent. The increase of those 
engaged in gainful occupations is greater 
than the rate of increase in the whole 
population. . 

“These tendencies and principles ‘vere 
early recognized by some of the states 
and had much weight in shaping their 
educational system. The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technogoly was opened in 
1865. This school “provides instruction 
in the sciences and their application to 
the arts.”’ It offers thirteen distinct 
courses “‘to equip ite students with every 
scientific and technical principle app!l- 
Cable to the industrial pursuits of ‘the 
age.”” In 1885 the Georgia legisla‘ure 
established a similar school in Atlanta, 
Ga., for her white youths. The Georgia 
Normal and Industrial school for colored 
youths was also established at Savan- 
nah. Other states have also thus ex- 
panded their educational system. These 
steps are logical and are simply efforts 
to prepare our youth for the demand 
of the age. 

“They have raised manual labor to 
educational dignity. The practical re- 
Sults obtained from this expansion of the 
educational system of the country should 
harmonize the seemingly discord between 
what we usually call “higher’’ education 
and industrial education. In the light 
of this discussion it would’ appear that 
these are not antagonistic and separate, 
but parts of one great system which 
offers equal opportunities and encourage: 
ment to every one according to his choice

DECLARES COURT 
Canadian Official Expresses 
Himself on Greene-Gaynor 


Attorney Erwin Will Return to 
Canada To Fight Probable Ha- 
beas Corpus Proceedings 
by the Contesting 
Defendants.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga, June 10.—(Special.)—United 
States Distritt Attorney Marion Erwin, 
special asistant to the attorney general 
of the United States, in charge for’ the 
government of the Oberlin M. Carter and 
Greene and Gaynor litigation, returned to 
Macon this morning from Montreal, 
Canada. Mr. Erwin left Montreal on 
Tuesday last, the final judgment of Ex- 
tradition Commissioner Lafontaine at 
Montreal having been rendered that 
morning, in which it was held that the 
United States had fully made out its 


titling it under the treaty to have the 
fugitives Greene and Gaynor returned to 
the United States for trail at Savannah, 
Ga. In an inerview this morning Mr. 
Erwin made the following statement: 

“The specific extradition offenses for 
which, under the treaty, the defendants 
were committed for surrender, briefly 
stated, were: First, participation in tne 
fraud of Oberlin M, Carter, agent of tne 
United States, in the river and harpcr 
frauds at Savannah and Cumberlana 
sound, by conspiracy and presenting 
fraudulent accounts for approval and 
payment. Second, participation in the 
embezzlement by Carter of %575,749.9u 
of the public moneys of the United 
States, under color of the 1896 contracts 
for river and harbor improvements. 
Tinrd, receiving from Carter the sum of 
$575,794.90 of the public moneys of the 
United States, knowing it to have been 
embezzled by him. 

Evidence Reviewed. 

“The commissioner, in his opinion, re- 
viewed all the evidence in the case, 
showing how the frauds had been com- 
initted, and the various decisions of 
the courts of England, Canada, and the 
United States, bearing upon the appli- 
cetion of the clauses of the treaty to 
the offenses proven to have been commit.- 
ted, and, as the facts were voluminous, 
the opinion covered one hundred and 
twenty-four pages of typewriting.”’ 

The defendants have been in jail at 
Montreal since their rearrest on March 
4, last, and the final commitment te 
jail on Tuesday, last, for surrender, 
ends the proceedings before the commis- 
sioner. This, however, does not mean 
that it ends all the extradition proceed- 
ings.

Robert Payne, Pioneer Fireman, 
Killed Himself Yesterday 


Hands Were Frozen During Fire in 
Zero Weather, and Suffering 
Caused Him To Become De- 
mented—Funeral Will 
Be Held Today. 


Death from sulcide was the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury in the inquest held 
yesterday afternoon over the body of 
Robert T. Payne, the aged man and 
pioneer fireman, which was found in a 
clump of bushes near the - corner of 
Ashby and Beecher streets, in West End, 
shortly before 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing with a Wallet through the veart. 

His body was cold when found. The 
38-calibre pistol from which the shot 
Was fired was found by the side of the 
body, 

Robert T. Payne was aged 61 years. 
He had been a member of the fire de- 
partment for ever twenty years, and was 
known as an excellent fireman until a 
few months ago. 

Walle attending a fire on Febr uary 14, 
during the unprecedented spell of cold 
weather, at the corner of Laveton street 
and Oglethorpe avenue, Mr. Payne's 
hands became frozen to the nozgle of the 
hose. 

When the fire was over he had to be 
taken to his home at 48 Evans street 
with the fingers of both of his hands 
frozen. He was kept at the house 
about three weeks, when it 
was taken to the Grady hospital for 
treatment. 

He improved right along, it seemed, 
and in the course of a few weeks he 
left. It was found to the dismay of the 
family and friends that the indescriba- 
ble pain that he had suffered while his 


mind, and that he was becoming de- 
mented. 

A short while after leaving the hos- 
pital ne was found wandering away from 
the city, in a subconscious state, and 
was brought back. He soon got all 
right again, it seemed, but only a week 
or so ago he was found aibout two miles 
from Atlanta wandering away again. 

Found Hidden Revolver. 

This time he was taken to the bar- 
racks for safe keeping and a writ of 
lunacy was taken out. The trial was 
held’ before Judge Winkinson in April 
and the jury decided that Payne was 
not crazy. 

None ‘knew better than his wife that 
Payne’s mind was wandering and it was 
on account of tne fear of the very act 
which he committed yesterday morning 
that she took his revolver away and hid 
it.

The south owes much to Kentucky, says 
General West, that state having furnish- 
ed 42,000 men to the confederate army. 

Something About Kentucky. 

General William Preston, who has been 
minister to Spain and had gone around 
the world, called them ‘‘the rose an ex- 
pectancy of the sbtate.’’ President Davis 
said of them, ‘“‘They are the seed corn 
of the southern cowfederacy.’’ 

It is generally known that Kentucky 


furnished the two presidents, Abraham 
Lincoln and Jefferson Davis. It is also 
a fact that a Kentuckian, General Rob- | 
ert Anderson, of Louisville, was the 
officer in charge of Fort Sumter when 
the first gun of the great war was fired. 
But it is not widely known that Ken- 
tucky played a star part in the mighty 
drama of the south, 

Of the eight full generals, one-fourth 
were mative born Kentucklfans—Albert 
Sidney Johnson and John B. Hood. The 
only full general killed on the field of 
battle was a Kentuckian, Albert Sidney 
Johnston. The only southern governor 
killed on the field of battle was a Ken- 
tuckian, George W. Johnson, was killed 
in the battle of Shiloh while he was 
charging in the ranks carrying a musket. 

It was a dramatic scene when the boy 
captain, Ben ‘Monroe, with his naked 
sword in one hand and the other uplift- 
ed, swore the governor in. A tittle jater 
both were shot down and the governor 
died. Of the seventeen lieutenant gn- 
erals in the confedrate army two were 
from Kentucky, Simon Bolivar Buckner, 
and Richard Taylor, the latier the only 
son of the president of the United States, 
Zachary Tayior. This Kentuckian com- 
manded the trans-Mississippi department, 
the last to surrender. Of the eighty-one 
confederate major generals Kentucky 
furnished six, John C. Breckenridge, T. 
J. Churehill, George B. Critenden, 
Charles W. Field, William Preston and 
Gustavus W. Smith. 

Breckenridge came along from the 
white house. He had been vice president 
of the United States and acting presi- 
dent. He turned his back on a six-year 
term in the United States senate to head 
the Orphan brigade. There was General 
Hanson, the great orator and master of 
men; Helm, brother in law of Abraham 
Lincoln, from whom he had refused a 
general's commission in the United States 
army. 

Of the brigadier generals in the confed- 
erate army Kentucky furnished twenty- 
two, besides cighteen regiments of in- 
fantry, fifteen organiaztions of cavaliry 
and several batteries of artillery. 

The last man killed in the war was @ 
Kentuckian, a member of the Orphan 
brigade, George Doyle, of Logan ctunty, 
Kentucky, a private in the Ninth Ken- 
tucky infantry. was kifled m apie April 
29. '865, near Stateaburg, 8. C.

ADVERTISING 


By M. M. GILLAM, of the New York 
Herald. ; 


Effectively to advertise a business 
is one of the most important elements 
jin successfully conducting it. The 
|competitive enterprise that attempts 
to do without advertising has no 
chance whatever to attain to great 
success. It is all very. well to “let 
one tell another,” but that sort of 
thing, while the very best of advertis- 
ing, can only be inspired by deserv- 
ing, and made enthusiastic by large 
activities. 

There is a tendency on the part of 
so-called “advertising experts” to 


.|throw a mantle of mystery over the 


art and practice of advertising, and to 
claim that only a transcendent genius 
| can properly present the attractions 
of a business to the public. To my 
mind this is simply rubbish. 

The very heart and soul of a good 
advertisement is to hold up such a 
phase of the proposition as will pre- 
sent a feature likely to appeal to the 
reader’s interest or cupidity. There 
must be sound business sense on the 
part of the writer or he cannot do it. 
He must have the capacity to be a 
good talking salesman or he cannot 
do it. Mere words prettily strung 
together, grammatical, rhythmic, sen- 
tentious or what not, are not enough. 
Many years ago the late Eben D. Jor- 
dan, of Boston, said “you must love 
your goods or you can’t sel] them.” 
There is a world of business truth in 
the thought. 

The salesman who believes in his 
goods, who “loves” them, can surely 
se]l them. He wouldn’t love them ex- 
cept for their fitness, timeliness, 
| beauty or value. If he is enthusiastic 
‘for them, he can make a possible cus- 
‘tomer enthusiastic for them. Nothing 
‘is more contagious than  enthusi- 
lasm. Without study, without special 
| thought, he will say just the right 
|things to stir the interests of the vis- 
‘itor, if that visitor is at all inclined to 
‘such a purchase. 
| This is one of the biggest secrets 
* the advertising business. 

There must be belief and enthusi- 
| asm behind the advertisement if it is 
'to do the best possible work. There 
‘must be the feature of individual ef- 
‘fort behind it. Any advertisement, no 
| matter how widely circulated, is in 
| effect, no more than a talk to one 
'person. There may be a million read- 
ers, but to all intents and purposes 
each one is singly and alone absorb- 
ing what the advertiser says. 

The words may be joggly, the gram- 
mar may limp, but if there are earn- 
estness and enthusiasm in the work, 
based on knowledge, it will be effec- 
tive. 

Of course, if the language is crisp 
and snappy, if there are quaint and 
| Striking expressions, pat and pointed, 
so much the better. Those things 
help, but they are not fundamental. 
So much for the writing of an ad- 
vertisement—the part that to the tyro 
seems about al] there is of it. 

As to whether an advertisement 
should be wordy or not depends. If 
the desire is to explain as well as to 
attract, there must be some talk. Or- 
dinarily, explanations are necessary— 
a shout, as it were, to call attention, 
then an argument or a statement. If 
a new proposition is being presented, 
or new phases of an old one, there 
Should be some elaboration. How 
much? There is, there can be, no 
‘hard and fast rule. The safest plan 
is to err on the side of saying too 
little rather than too much. Better 
leave the erain of wheat a little too 
| bare than bury it in a mass of chaff. 
‘It is always safe to credit the reader 
‘with a fair share of comprehension. 

_ The vital thing is to have such a 
| presentation as will arrest attention, 
and such a sentence introductory as 
will pin it, if but for a moment. If 
the story is one that the reader is in- 
terested in, he will read the rest of it, 
‘even if the type be ‘small and the 
‘space crowded. For instance, the 
| word “Rheumatism” in bold capital 

letters at the head of a story in solid 
‘agate will be sure to command the 
| sufferer 


attention of any rheumatic 
'who chances to see it, and the more 
acutely he feels the twinges of his 
ailment, the more carefully will he 
‘read it. 

, But a very large percentage of all 
_the advertising that is done is meant 
ito appeal to the general reader rath- 
,er than to a special class. That is 
why brief statements, in easily read 
type, with strong eye-catching head 
words, are so necessary for the best 
results. 

Contrast is a feature that Is often 
made of great value in the presenta- 
\tion of an advertisement. Indeed, un- 
less there is some degree of contrast 
|'with surrounding matter the striking- 
ness of the advertisement is largely 
| lost. In the ‘70s John Wanamaker 
adopted old style pica as the type for 
‘his announcements, using this for a 
| plain, straightforward daily talk on 
. store features of interest. There were 
‘no display lines no eye-catching 
‘features; the matter was set in single 
‘column and without leads. 
| Probably no more effective style of 
‘advertising was ever devised. The 
Matter could be read ata glance; it 
‘Was conspicuous by contrast with 
‘either the usua] reading matter. of the 
|/paper or with the usual display ad- 
-vertising. It was made still more ef- 
fective. by always appearing in the 
‘same part of the. paper. This adver- 
tising wrought something of a revolu- 
tion in the methods for presenting the 
l news of stores. It was imitated and 
| copied from ocean to ocean... In time 
‘there was -very little distinctiveness 
‘to old style pica put up in col- 
‘umn. It could be seen’ in the -Aadver- 
_tising of maybe a dozen houses in 
‘the same paper. Then came a general 
/movement away from that type, and 
}until within the last few months it was 
livery exceptional to see any announce- 
ment in plain old style pica. 

: The re and fall of this type in 
;advertising favor illustrate the im- 
portance of novelty and contrast in 
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such publicity. That particular face 
of type is just as good now as it ever 
was, just as easy to read, just as con- 
spicuous in contrast with the body 
type of the paper, but it reached a 
point when it was no longer novel in 
an advertising makeup, and.so lost its 
greatest claim to advertising inter- 
est. 

Ilustration is another feature that 
has been helpful in giving an adver- 
tisement striking prominence. If the 
picture has merit enough, either ar- 
tistic or descriptive, to arrest atten- 
tion, it is a valuable addition to the 
story. In many instances the merest 
bit of a drawing will convey a clearer 
idea than could many times its space 
in descriptive wording. In department 
store advertising there arg multitudes 
of instances when a drawing, of a 
size no greater than clearness de- 
manded, will tell the entire story (ex- 
cept price) with a completeness un- 
approached by any other method. In 
other phases of'department store pub- 
licity work, the only mission of a 
picture is to catch the eye and please 
the reader, cither by its beauty, its 
quaintness, or its airy lightness. 

As daily newspapers are now print- 
ed, illustrations are much more sgatis- 
factory if made from outline dtaw- 
ings, the coarseness of the paper sur- 
face and the rapidity .of.the work, as 
a rule, making half-tone pictures very 
unsatisfactory. 

But the wide awake advertiser will 
not get his inspiration by looking 
backward. He will care for prece- 


willingness slavishly to follow them. 
The standard of advertising expres- 
sion and treatment «has been raised 
very much in the last fifteen or twen- 
ty years. When a good advertising 
model appears its features are public 
property. If there are happy expres- 
sions or pat verbal illustrations, 
the merchant reader in _ cities 
miles away or thousands of 
miles away can catch them up, 
work them into his own announce- 
ments, and so wing them along in a 
persistent flight through the adver- 
tising literature of the day. That is 
precisely what happened in the case 
of the Wanamaker advertising during 
more than half a score of years. 
Copies of the Philadelphia papers con- 
taining it were taken by mercantile 
houses all over the country. The mat- 
ter was reproduced and sent to thou- 
sands of subscribers by syndicate 
managers. One monthly publication 
was established mainly to reproduce 
this advertising in fac-simile. Terms, 
sentences, characterization of goods, 
reasons, excuses, every phase of treat- 
ment of special or general cases where 
crisp or unusual expression or descrip- 
tion were employed were snapped up 
and passed along, until they have be- 
come a recognized part of advertising 
talk, very much as certain forms of 
expression are apart of the legal for- 
mula everywhere. 

The same principle operates with 
other advertising, but it is mainly in 
forms of display, in type selections or 
in illustrations that recent arvertise- 
ments. have been suggestive of im- 
provements and imitation. 

As to the opportunities offered by ad- 
vertising for a career, I am enthusias- 
tic. I know of no calling so easily 
within the reach of a bright person, 
male or female, that offers equal 
promise of money return. There must 
be fish or you cannot catch them. 
There must be a field to sow, or there 
can be no harvest. A glance at condi- 
tions will prove that there is a great 
and multiplying opportunity for the 
competent advertiser. 

I estimate that fully $5,000,000 is 
paid out annually in New York and 
Brooklyn for department and specialty 
store advertising. Philadelphia and 
Chicago put out at least $4,000,000. 
Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Washington, Cleveland and New 
Orleans expend a total of not less 
than $5,000,000. It is probable that 
the other cities of this country with 
stores’ large enough to warrant the 
employment of advertising writers or 
managers put out more than as much 
again more. All of this counts to up- 
wards of $19,000,000 paid out for this 
class .of advertising alone in the 
United States in- one year. : 

Patent medicines, food products, 
drinks and tobacco in various forms 
are articles on which a great amount 
of advertising money is annually ex- 
pended. One concern has made an 
advertising appropriation of not less 
than $750,000 for the current year. 
Several others rise to $500,000 each, 
and the number that expend any- 
where from $150,000 to $350,000 is sur- 
prisingly large. .Then there is a wil- 
derness of others, many experimental, 
some struggling to the front, and oth- 
ers well established, that devote from 
$10,000 to $100,000 a 
ing. I would:

than $12,000,000 annually were put out 
in this country on those lines. 

Another class of advertising that at 
times occupies large space in the pa- 
pers, and is always in evidence in 
some degree, is that devoted to finan- 
cial propositions, mergers, reérganiza- 
tions, bond issues, mining ventures, oil 
properties and the like. It is the most 
impulsive and erratic advertising ef 
all, and its amount is very difficult to 
estimate, even approximately, but my 
guess would be that it equals the 
total of the preceding group, or, say 
$12,000,000, 

Here we have a grand total of more 
than $42,000,000 paid each year for ad- 
vertising, practically all of which is 
prepared by hired talent. My belief 
is that more than $50,000,000 worth of 
advertising in the United States is 
put out every year by individuals or 
concerns, for the preparation or plac- 
ing of which salaries are paid... 

This amount will increase rather 
than decrease as the years go on. 
There will be steadily more advertis- 
ing and better advertising. -And there 
seems to be little prospect that the 
ranks of the strictly first-class ad- 
vertisers will ‘ever be overcrowded. 

I have been in the very storm- 
center of department store advertis- 
ing for more than eighteen years. I 
have seen the entire development of 
modern methods in such publicity, 
and today if I were asked to recom- 
mend a man for a leading store, I

there are salaries of from $10,000 to 
$15,000 or more at the command of 
such people. 

The writing facility is only one of 
the equipments a department store 
manager should possess. He must 
have the mercantile instinct, or he can 
never be a great advertiser. It is 
not necessary for him tg know mer- 
chandise familiarly, but he must have 
such a commanding sense of condi- 
tions that he will instinctively realize 
what presentation of the case will be 
wise for the seller and attractive to 
the buyer. Such a man has the ca- 
pacity to be at the head of a big busi- 
ness. One without that capacity could 
not rise to the necessary level as an 
advertiser. In a few instances where 
men of that grade are at the head of 
advertising departments, they are ex- 
ceedingly significant factors in the 
outfit. : 

Coming down to the mass of adver- 
tisement writers, it will be found that 
a certain command of language and a 
superficial knowledge of type faces 
are their principal equipment. For 
Such people, it is not at all difficult 
to make a fair showing as advertisers. 
Stock phrases abound in the advertis- 
ing of the day, and with eyes open 
they can see good models in all 
branches of the work. They can com- 
mand from $15 and $25. to $50, $75, or 
even $100 a week—according to the 
size of the house and the advertisers’ 
Skill in adopting and adapting. 

Several] years ago an advertiser af 
county-wide fame said to me, “When 
[ was preparing to go into the adver- 
tising business I. took a copy of a 
Philadelphia paper every day and cut 
from it your Wanamaker work. This 
I clipped and pasted in scrap books 
according to the generdl subjects. In 
the course of four. years I gathered 
matter, in this way, to make half a 
dozen fat scrap books. Then when I 
went into business and got an order 
for a series of ads. on clothing, or 
boots and shoes or carpets, or jewelry, 
or dress goods, or any of sixty or 
seventy titles. I took down a volume 
of Gillam and dictated to a stenogra- 
pher the matter I required.” Lots of 
them do it. 

What is most needed in the adver- 
tising-business today is men or women 
of originality of method and’ expres- 
sion, and with the trading instinct as 
well—minds that are impatient of 
precedent, that see nothing attractive 
in moss-grown ‘methods, that can 
grasp conditions as. they exist, and 
say the right thing instinctively. The 
late: Charles B. Rouss, of: New York, af- 
forded .an instance of the advertising 
strength of earnestness, even although 
tied: to ragged, peculiar’ and ungram- 
matical language. His advertising 
was simply.a setting forth of his busi- 
ness talk—odd, quaint, jerky, but 
stuffed full of hard common sense. 

There are great. opportunities-in the 
advertising - field -for the~ ambitious, 
wide-awake young. man or young 
woman. Get a start. Don’t be dis- 
couraged. Keep pressing against the 
crust, and soonér or later you will 
surely break through upward.

“Professor” John Donaldson, known 48 
the “champion of the west,” faced me 
in 1880 at Cincinnati for a purse of 
8150.

That was a 
big feather in my cap, which hadn't 
many plumes at the time, just pin-foath- 
ers, except for the one I coHected from 
Joe Goss. 

Donaldson tried to get back his repn- 
tation by challenging me to a battle 
with hard gloves. We met again on 
December 24. The professor was put 
out in ten rounds, lasting twenty-one 
minutes. Most of the time he hugged 
the floor or ran around the ring, but 
finally I got him placed right and the 
job was done. 

We were arrested the next day (Christ- 
mas), and as no evidence was brought 
out against us, we were discharged. One 
fellow, when asked by the judge if he 
had seen any fighting, replied: 

“No, sir, it was a foot race.” 

“Who was ahead?’ asked the judge. 

‘Donaldson. Sullivan was a close sec- 
ond, but could not catch him.” 

After we were discharged and the case 
Closed, the judge, the prosecuting at- 
torney. my lawyer, the witnesses and 
myself went to a saloon and celebratei 
in bubbling champagne during a very 
enjoyable afternoon, 

Cuts Out Red Stuff and Is Reducing

In sizing me up, sports make the mis- 
take of putting me on the same level 
with has-beens who have passed out of 
the game. I duck that. Nearly al! the

I welgh 
today 269 pounds, and even if my hair 
la white, I'm going to make 230 and a 
new repyitiation. 

In all my battles, none of my opponents 
were able to ggt near enough to do me 
any harm with their fists. In the one 
ease where I was done up. it was owing 
to the fact that I Rad to chase a dub 25 
miles around a ring.

The Great Gold and Diamond Belt 

Event. 

As the front goes down, I am beginning 
to hope that I may once more see my- 
self as I was in the summer of 1887, 
when the citizens of Boston gave me 
the championship belt. This was pre. 
sented to me in the Boston theater, Au- 
gZust 8 of that year, and there was more 
gold in it than was ever used in all “he 
“gold cures,’” and more diamonds chan 
there are in all the baseball] leagues in 
this country. 

There were 397 diamonds in it, and 
250 of these were used to spell my name. 
It was a magnificent plece of workman- 
ship, pronounced the finest ever made, 
costing between $8, and $10,000, and 
the largest piece of flat gold ever seen 
in the country. It was 48 inches in 
length and 12 inches wide. it weighed 
2.800 pennyweights and took three 
months to make.

Factory owners whose business compell- 
eG the use of unpleasant odored chem- 
lcals have been persuaded to move 
their factories into isolated places, thus 
relieving hundreds of tenement house 
inmates. 

Public comfort stations have been 
érected. Aid has been given to public 
officials in maintaining public parks and 
play grounds.

Report of National Consumers’ 
League. 

Object of the Association. 

it shall be the special object of. the 
National Consumers’ League to secure 
adequate investigation of the conditidéns 
under which goods are made, in order to 
enable purchasers to distinguish in favor 
of goods made in the well-ordered fac- 
tory. The majority of employers are 
virtually helpless to maintain a high 
standard as to hoursg wages and working 
conditions under the stress of competi- 
tion, unless sustained by the cooperation 
of consumers; therefore, the National 
Consumers’ League also proposes to edu- 
cate public opinion and to endeavor so 
to difect its force as to promote better 
conditions among the ‘workers, while’ se- 
curing to the consum@r exemption from 
the dangers attending unwholesome con- 
ditions. It further proposes to promote 
legislation, either state or federal, when- 
ever it may appear expedient. The Na- 
tional Consumers’ League further recos- 
nizes and declares the following: 

That the interests of the community 
demand that all workers shall receive 
fair living wages, and that goods shal? 
be produced under sanitary conditions. 

That the responsibility for some of the 
worst evils from which producers suffer 
rests with the consumers who seek the 
cheapest markets, regardless how cheap- 
ness is brought about. 

That it is, therefore, the duty of con- 
sumers to find out under what conditions 
the articles they purchase are produced 
and distributed, and insist that these con- 
ditions shall be wholesome and consis- 
tent with a respectable existence on the 
part of the workers. 

Through this association the evils of 
sweat shop labor have been largely 
abolished. Gains have also been made 
in the prevention of child labor. ‘une 
following shows the position of the as- 
sociation on the subject and the reasons 
for same’ 

“The workers, poor, helpless, ignorant 
foreigners, work on in dirt, often in filth 
unspeakable, in the presence of all con- 
tagious and other diseases, and in apart- 
ments in which the sun enters only at 
noon, or never at all. The tenement 
house department states that there are 
thousands of such apartments in which 
il rooms open on an air shaft; 
an apartment I attended a woman ill 
with tuberculosis, finishing trousers. Dur- 
ing the summer, and then only for about 
two hours, daylight (not sunlight) came 
in. This daylight lasted two months, 
and for this place of three air shaft 
rooms $10 per month was paid. ‘iiiree 
years of life in this apartment killed 
the woman. The finishers are made up 
of the old and the young, the sick and 
the well As soon as a little child can be 
of the least possible help, it must add 
to the family income by taking a share 
in the family tof. A child 3 years old 
can straighten out tobacco leaves or 
stick the rims which fofm the stamens 
of artificial flowers through the petals. 
He can put the covers on paper boxes at 
4 years. He can do some of the pasting 
of paper boxes, although as a rule this 
requires a child of 6 to 8 years. wir 
from 4 to 6 years he can sew on but- 
tons and puil basting threads. <A girl 
from 8 to 12 can finish trousers as well! 
as her mother. After she is (2, if of 
good size, she can earn more money in 
a factory. The boys do practically tue 
same work as the girls, except that they 
leave the home work earlier, and enter 
street work, as peddlers, bootblacks and 
newsboys. I-have seen but two chil- 
dren under 3 years of age working in 
tenements, one a boy 2 1I-2 yea?s ola, 
who assisted his mother and four other 
children under 12 years in making arti- 
ficial flowers. The other, an extraordi- 
nary case of a child 6 | 1-2 years, who 
assisted at a kind of passementerie. 

“The sick, as long as they can hold 
their heads up, must work to pay for 
the cost of their living. As soon as they 


are convalescent they must begin again. 
The other day a girl of 8*years was dis- 
missed from the diphtheria hospital after 
@ severe attack of the disease. aimust 
immediately she was working at wom- 
en’s collars, although scarcely able to 
walk across the room lone, 

“The greatest evils of: this particular 
form of sweating “found in tenements 
can be grouped as follows: 

Child Labor. 

“& child from 8 to 10 to 12 years adds 
by Its labor from 50 ¢ents $1.50 per week 
to the family income. The hours of .he 
child are as long as its strength en- 
dures or the work remains. A child 3 
years old can work continuously from 
one and one-half to two hours at a time; 
a child ten years old can work twelve 
hours. Obviously under such conditions 
the child is deprived of the two greatest 
rights which the parents and sn¢ state 
are bound to give each child, eag-ate and 
an education. 

“The particular dangers to the child's 
health are such as can be induced by 
the confinement in the house, in an at- 
mosphere always foul. The bad light un- 
der which the child works causes a COll- 
tinual éye-strain, from the effectg of 
which the child will suffer all its life, 
The brain of the child under 8 years of 
age is not developed sufficiently to bear 
fixed attention. Hence it must be con- 
tinually forced to fix Its attention to 
the work, and in @ding this.an irrepar- | 
able damage is done to the developing ' 
brain. A. child forced to earn its pread ; 
has neither. the time nor the opportunity 
to obtain an education. 

Report of General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs of Georgia. 
Madam President, Fellow Club Wo- 
men: From every quarter of the great 
state of Georgia I bring you greeting, 
from her mountain. region lifting ver- 
dure claq heads aloft in the sky where. 
Taliulah, .the terrible, tumbles over

lof blushing *eauty hang in profusion; 
from her stern quarries of granite and 
tMmarble, fit exponents of the chardcte- 
foundation of her children; from her 
golden ribbed mines, her natural treas- 
ury, prototype of her. golden hearted 
sons and daughters; comes this greeting, 
Georgia’s hearty message of good will 
and cooperation to the representatives of 
the 700,000 club women of our country. 

It was Emerson who in answer to the 
question, ‘““‘What is civilization?’ said, 
“The power of good women.” And I 
have come to tell you what our Georgia 
club women are doing for the advance- 
ment of that civilization for which ths 
great New England sage and philosopher 
held our sex responsible. 

Education is a potent factor in all civ- 
flization, so six years ago the general 
federation, then just beginning its wor, 
recommended as one of its first sug- 
gestions to the federated clubs, that ths 
club women should take up the study 
educational system, from the university 
to the kindergarten. Following this 
suggestion the clubs of Georgia have 
made educational work. almost the chief 
interest. The fifty or more clubs which 
make up our state federation have 
adopted as their motto, “Not for our- 
selves, but for others,’”’ and all, even 
the smallest study clubs, lend a helping 
hand in the educating and uplifting of 
the unfortunate. The free kindergarten, 
schools for children in the mill districts, 
traveling libraries to country clubs and 
schools, maintaining scholarships for 
students of music, the promotion of the 
observance of Arbor day by the children 
of the state school—these are some of 


j , 
the interests that claim the attention of 


individual clubs. 

The special work of the state federa- 
tion, ag a whole; consists‘in establishing 
and miagintaining schools in the rural 
districts of our state, an entenprise pro- 
nounced -by leading educators to be the 
most helpful and progressive undertak- 
ing ever Introduced into the educational 
system of the state. We how have 
three of these schools in successful oper- 
ation, where are not only ‘@ught the 
rudiments of an English education, but 
all kims of manuel) training, together 
with cooking and sewing, indeed evers~- 
thing that will tend to make these boys 
and girls grow to noble manhood and 
womanhood. The teachers of these 
schools are, the most of them gcholar- 
ship graduates of the Oread Institute cf 
Domestic Science, and the manual train- 
ing department of Columbia university. 

In this connection the Georgia federa- 
tidn begs to pay her most teful trib. 
ute to the generosity of Massachusetts, 
Whose generous and unsolicited gift of 
$1,000 made the third model school pos- 
gible. 

For this, as well as for other evidences 
of kindness and good will, Massacnhu- 
setts has a very close place in the hearcs 
of all Georgia club women. 

To these rural schools the children cf 
the country crowd for admission and the 
work is constantly growing. It ig the 


high purpose of our federation. to estal- 


jlish one of these schools in every coun- 
,ty in the state, and while we have not 
at present the funds sufficient to meet 
the demands, we have the faith to be- 
lieve that the means must certainly 
come from somewhere. The federation 
of Georgia is most fortunate in having 
her own club organ, and we are, I thinx, 
justifiably proud of “The Southern W>- 
man,” whose bright columns carry en- 
couragement and information to every 
club in the state; and if we ever suc- 
ceed in securing a child labor law it will 
be almost entirely through the untiring 
efforts of the editor of ‘‘The Southern 
Woman.”’ 

i am glad to say that the influence 
of the federation is growing stronger and 
stronger. It was through the influence 
of the city federation of Atlanta that a 
boys’ reformatory was started, and fin- 
ally became a reality. It 
this same influence that, in the face of 
much opposition, there was recently es- 
tablished a probation court, from which 
we expect good and lasting results. In- 
deed there is scarcely a measure relating 
to a higher standard of morality, more 
beautiful environments, greater public 
convenience and better industrial condi- 
tions, which ig not brought to fhe atten- 
tion of the club women and their sup- 
port aplicited.

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AWAII abounds in folk-lore and 
H weird legends. The land is believ- 

ed to swarm with gnomes and 
fairies, and the water with nymphs and 
monsters. The simple-minded native, 
whose grandfather would have backed 
away trom a pair of pants like a mustang 
shying at new harness, tells us that the 
god of the air carries around the wind 
in a calabash. He solemnly relates that 
an immense bird once laid an egg in 
the ocean, wiilch in time was hatched 
by the tropic winds, and thus the Ha- 
waiian Islands were created. 

One of the prettiest legends is that of 
the cggoa-nut tree. The story goes that 
a beautiful princess was very much be- 
loved by one of the chiefs who was a 
noted athlete. He tried to please her in 
every way, swimming the lakes and 
bringing her rare flowers and choice 
fruits from the other side of the island, 
but she would not listen to his suit.

WHY THE VOLCANO COOLED. 

Another pretty legend is that concern- 
ing the fire goddess, who lived in a vot- 
cano. She was the most beautiful wom- 
an on the earth, and yet she kept alive 
the blazing hell that smouldered in the 
belly of the mountain, threatening the 
lives of all the inhabitants roundabout. 
One day she took a journey to a far-off 
mountain to rest herself. Soon after her 
arrival she was disturbeg by the tum 
tum of a drum. She looked about and 
found that it was being beaten '’to keep 
time for a prince who was dancing the 
hula. She straightway took part in the 
galety by singing tl refrain to words 
of her owga composition. 

The prince was naturally surprised and 
enchanted by the appearance of the beau 
tiful singer. When thé song was ended 
he invited the fair stranger to the royal! 
enclosure, offering her refreshments and 
food. After a short courtship they were 
married. After living happily together 
for some time the fire goddess informed 
the’ prince that she must return to her 
old home and attend to her duties, as 
the fires of the volcano had died down 
until there was nothing but little sparks 
left. She had never revealed to her ‘us- 
band that she was the fire goddess, 
though he instinctively felt that she waz 
someting more than an ordinary mortal. 
He was loth to have her depart and 
finally prevailed upon her to remain as 
his consort. That is why the heart of 
the volcanyw became cold and is no longer 
a menace to the safety of the people. 


POWER OF NATIVE WIZARDS. 

No reference to the old order of things 
in Hawaii would be complete without 
mention of the kahuna, or native doctor. 
He was a sort of wizard or soothsayer, 
who was reverenced and feared by all the 
people He was supposed .to have the 
power of life and death, and: it was 
uccepted as a matter of fact that he could 
pray one’s life away. Next to the yoodoo 
priests of Haiti, the Hawaiian kahuna is 
the most mysterious individual of whom 
we have any account. They say it is 
not at all unusual for a man or woman 
to be prayed to death, and the explana- 
the use of suggestion. When the 
idea of death becomes fully lodged in the 
mind of a patient the end is easy from 
the sheer force of imagination. 

lt has been charged that vegetable 
poisons figure in these fatal prayings, but 
there seems to be no evidence to sub- 
Siantiate this claim. The reader may 
scoff at the idea of a man being able to 
pray a person to death, but one has only 
to see tthe baneful light in the kahuna’s 
eyes to recognize the presence of some 
Strange power. Once the idea of death 
Suggests itself to a sick person medicine 
can do him no good. There are those 
who assert that the beautiful Princess 
Kaiulani was a victim of the kahunas., 
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It is certain that the house was sur- 
rounded by them at the time of her 
death. 

When her mother died she, too, was 
Strongly influenced by the belief that the 
kahunas were praying her life away. She 
remarked to one of her white friends that 
it was go use for her to try to live 
against the influence of the native wiz- 
ards. The white physicians tried to force 
medicine down her throat, but she resist- 
ed with all her strength. She asserted 
that her time had come and that she 
was ready to go This is nor generally 
spoken of, but it is known to be true by 
many people in Honolulu. . 

SOOTHSAYERS DRESS GAILY. 

Of course, the kahunas do not have the 
same hold upon the people that they had 
in days gone by The belief in them is a 
superstition which really belongs to the 
old generation. They are now regarded 
as doctors who practice without a license 
and are treated accordingly. Sometimes 
an old inhabitant will insist upon being 
treated by a kahuna, but if the native 
doctor fails a white physician is then 
called in. One of these soothsayers is 
easily distinguished on the streets of 
Honolulu by the scarlet handkerchief he 
wears around his neck. When indoors he 
is very gay in his dress but on the 
street he only allows himself a trace of 
scariet. 

There is one venerable wizard that is 
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Sald to be over ninety years of age, liv- 
ing in the hills near Honolulu, and who 
is noted for the wonderful power of hé 
eyes. He is filthy, ragged and unkempt, 
but the strange light in his eye holds 
the natives in awe and attracts many 
curious white people who want to see 
what he is like. 

And now, leaving the legends and 
Superstitions of the fair island behind, 
we come to what may be called Ha- 
wali's skeleton in the closet. It is the 
leper settlement in the mountains of 
It is located on a peninsular of 
some 6,000 acres in extent. It is sur- 
rounded on three sides by the ocean, and 
on the remaining side by a steep preci- 
pice about 1|!,500 feet in height. The set- 
tlement can only be approached by a 
small pathway, and two policemen are 
always on guard here to prevent anyone 
from entering. 


ONLY A FEW WHITE LEPERS. 
About 140 lepers were sent here is 
1865, and the number has Increased 
from time to time until there are now 
about a thousand persons in the com- 
munity. Nine-tenths of the afflicted in- 
mates of the place are either Chinese or 
natives, white peopl being rarely sus- 
ceptible to the disease. Little is known 
of this dreaded malady. It is a cureless 
but painiess affliction and,.the theory is 
that it can only be taken from contact. 
The first symptoms are generally little 
spots behind the eare. 

One of its strangest features is that 
Chaudren born of leprous parents are 
seldom afflicted. All children morn  aé 


.Molokai are carefully watc.ed until] they 


are 7 years of age, and if at that time 
they are found to be non-lepers they are 
taker. to Honolulu and placed in an iIn- 
stitution provided for them. .nese chil- 
dren are carefully sheltered and nurtured 
and almost invariably grow up to be 
useful citizens 

It seems horrible to be sent to an out- 
of-the-way island for life, but it is said 
that few of those who have been com- 
mitted to Molokai would care to leave. 
There are schools, churches, musical 
societies and a good band. There is even 
a race track wh.:e those of the lepers 
who own horses can indulge in speed 
contests. ‘ine lepers live in rows of pret- 
ty little houses and all may have their 
gardens and their little fields. 

They are permitted to mingle with 
each other socially and may marry if 
they choose. The state pays for al] ex- 
penses of living and charitably inclined 
persons supply many comforts such as 
books, magazines, music and other lux- 
uries. Once each year an entertainment

HEARTRENDING SCENES AT THE 
PARTING. 

To be committed to Molokai is really 
ret such a great hardship upon any 
unmarried or unattached person, but 
when a hushand or wife becomes af- 


fiicted, the separation is, of course, 
terrible ordeal. It is worse than if 
tiey were sent to prison for  Iife. 
Worse because the prisoner may be par- 
doned, but the leper has not the slight- 
eat hope of cure. One of the saddest 
sights in the world is when a steamer 
is departing with a new lot of lepers 
for Molokai. Husband and wife are 
often ruthlessly torn from each other 
and in most all instances those who are 
net afflicted, beg for permission to en- 
ter the colony with their loved ones. 
There have been instances where a hus- 
band would develop into a leper and be 
sent to the island, leaving his wife and 
children with no means of support, and 
these cases are so pitiful that it seems 
the government should provide for all 
rather than see them suffer. 

At intervals a ship is sent to Molo- 
kai upon which relatives and friends of 
the Jepers may have free passage to 
pay a visit to the afflicted coionists. 
On the arrival of this boat at rhe is- 
larg the visitors are escorted into an 
inclosure which is guarded on every side 
by wire. They can talk through this 
fence, but there must be no contact. 
These visits mean much to the afflicted 
Cues and their friends. 

Another sad feature of the island 
Ufe is that all children born there must 
be taken away at the age of seven 
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years, unless they have become inocu- 
lated in the meantime. Imagine the 
anguish it must mean to a father and 
mother to look upon. their children 
when they are little and realize that 
they will soon be taken away from them, 
and that although they may return at 
intervals to talk to them, that they will 
never be permitted to touch them again, 
This is really the essence of tragedy. 


TRAGIC END OF ONE CASE. 

The sade case of one young wife who 
Was sent to Molokai would cause the 
stcutest heart to bleed with pity. She 
hag only been married a year and ner 
fi-st baby was about to be born, when 
it was discovered that she was in the 
frst stage of leprosy. Of course, the 
husband did everything within his power 
to save her from the island. but the 
law was stern and they tonk her away. 
The case was so é¢xtremely pitiful] that 
the authorities agreed to break the rules 
for once and allow the husband to re- 
rTaain with his wife until after the birth 
The baby did not live a 
cay, and the guard in making his rounds 
found the unfortunate couple entwined 
ir» each other’s arms, both in the last 
long sleep of death. An empty morphine 
bettle at the bedside told the silent 
story of despair. Surely a merciful 
God will deal gently with souls so terri- 
bly tried as these!

The current income of the institution 
has gradually enlarged, the annuual snm 
of expenditures now being $15,000. ‘The 
grounds are now adorned with’ fifteen 
permanent buildings, in which the 180 
children within the home are comfort- 
ably housed, clothed, fed and are being 
properly educated. The total value of 
the property at the present time exceeds 
$90,000. 

Connie Maxwell orphanage is not «@ 
home-finding institution, by . which is 
meant that it is not’an asylum or tem- 
porary refuge into which a child Ie 
ceived until a suitable home can he found 
for him, On the contrary, it is_a school 
for orphans where they are given an 
education and such training as will fit 
them to make their own support in the 
world. and to qualify them for the work 
of life. Many of them are kept in the 
institution for ten years and longer pe- 
riods if they come very young.

REVIVAL STIRS LONDON 


Much interest is also attaching itself 
to the great work of Torrey and Alex- 
ander in London. Zion's Herald has the 
following interesting article upon the sub- 
ject in a recent issue: 

“The second month of the great London 
revival campaign, conducted by Dr. R. 
A. Torrey and Mr. Charles Alexander, 
has stirred London to its center. The 
whole metropolis is feeling a new spirit- 
ual awakening through the wonderful 
meetings which have drawn multitudes 
daily to the other Albert hall in an un- 
pafalleled manner. ‘The most remarka- 
ble series of meetings ever held in Lon- 
don’ is the universal verdict regarding 
the eight weeks’ campaign at Albert 
hall, which has just ended. 

“The hugé’ structure, the largest audi- 
torium in London, has been filled nightly 
with an audience of 10,000 or over, while 
the extraordinary number of 7,000 gath- 
ered regularly for the afternoon meet- 
ings. The attendance thus averaged 
about. 100,000 per week, or over three- 
quarters of a million during the cam- 
paign. The number of converts exceeds 
6.500, while the secretary of the move- 
ment estimates that fully 5,000 persons 
were cohverted at the hall alone, whose 
names have not been registered. In 
addition to this, local revivals have 
sprung up in many quarters of the me- 
tropolis, where scores have accepted 
Christ; while many hundreds of Chris- 
tians have been so set on fire for soul 
winning that they have led people to 
Christ in shops and factories, on the 
streets and even in the trams and under- 
ground trains. 

“Dr. Torrey and Mr. Alexander are bot! 
delighted at the success of the first two 
months of the five months’ campaign in 
Loi@on. ‘Our most sanguine expec’a- 
tions Mave been exceeded,’ sald Dr. Tor- 
rey. ‘What has surprised me most has 
been the attendance at the afternono 
meetings. We expected the hall to be 
filled at the night meetings, but we never 
expected there would be such crowds in 
the afternoons. In the two months we 
have held eighty-two meetings; and I 
estimate that I have addressed close up- 
on 800,000 persons. We have been be- 
sieged with invitations to visit other 
countries, including Sweden, Germany 
and South Africa. Only today I receiv- 
ed a most pressing letter from Prince 
Bernadotte, the son of the king of Swe- 
den, asking us to go there, We have 
never yet made a regular campaign on 
the continent.’ ”’

bur Chapman in his western revival cam- 
paign are being harshly erificised in 
many quarters.
